Surveyor-General. 


In his reports for 1887 and 1888, 


Surveyor-General Jones gives the fol- 
lowing interesting reading on irrigation: 


Tbe subject of irrigation h»a not re- 


caived from tbe people of Nevada tbat 
atti nlion which it demands, v«t there la 
no industrial queHtion ol more impor- 
tance to the people. Upon tbe coutrol 
and proper application of water to Ibe 
soil rtstn tbe growth »ud fatnre t-ros- 
perity of onr State. 


Her agticultaral possibilities are b« 


coming known aud appreciated, and 
the development ol her resonries de- 
pends upon tbe artificial water supply. 


It » estimated tbat two-ihirds of the 


bcinao race bave been supported by 
l lie Irmta of irrigation and "that two- 
ttfthn of the surluce of thi* whole conti- 
nent require irrig»uon, of which not 
inorAtbau nevei) per cent, am be watered 
oy tie natural flow of streams, bat tbat 
twenty per cent, ol all our and land* 
can 
tjf> irrigated by tbe storage of 


water." [Senator Stewart's speech, 
July 30.1HHS ] 


It is alsu estimated that ninety per. 


cent of water, as i ow used, i« lobt in 
inifiomlly watering tbe land.

•I their nmiernil resources ban increased 
their populatiou and wealth in a degree 
Imoxt incredible were it not attested by 
the progress nia.fe iu tbis direction. 


Eich of tbe hb.ve is surrounded by 


tuany pbyxical conditions tind difficul- 
ties, producing various results of the 
complete or at leact partial nltemplH 
toward regulating and coutrolling the 
irrigation problem. Must of such re- 
units bave been attended by many com- 
pliontiona between various classes and 
lifferenl communities representing ex- 
amples of irrigation enterpiiHes of vari- 
ous grades aud lurius of orgauizitiona, 
from i be hojull private ditch projects to 
ihe largp, cntitly aud complete canal 
ssBteujg that are in existence at this 
date. 


In this State there exists no statutory 


provision for (he resolution aud ad- 
ministration of matters pttrlainmg to 
tbe subject of irrigation, which there- 
fore remains in an HDHetiled condition. 


Of the many expensive and profitless 


actions that bave arisen and have been 
tried in car courts upon tbe subject ot 
water-rights by appropriation or nnder 
the Riparian law, we nre tint cognizant 
of any ibat bave been d> finitely settled
